Chief of Police Conlln and Police Coin-

missloner Parker held a long conference
yesterday at which the Chief made a report
concerning "fake" clubs.
At the end of the conference Mr. Conlin

showed the Commissioner a letter which he
had caused to be indited to Excise Com1missloner Lyman, at Albany, in which he

stated that he was convinced that the law

was being violated in the "clubs," but

that he had not been able to devise any

way by which his men could gain an entranceand thus obtain evidence. An opinion

j was asked, showing just how the "clubs"

This letter was discussed, almost word by

word, with Mr. l'arker, and changes In it

were made as they suggested themselves,
until it was made a noteworthy document.
The text of the letter the Chief, "for variousreasons," declined to make public.
The Chief's sergeant, Flood, was instructedto go at once to Albany and place

the letter personally in the hands of CommissionerLyman, receive any instructions
the latter had to give, and then hurry,back
to this city.
Sergeant Flood left for Albany just after

4 o'clock. He expects to get back here

early this morning.
Tiio ctnfamont rpcrnrdinir the enforcement

of the Liquor Tax law which Chief Conlln
made to Commissioner Tarker threw considerablelight on the subject. First of all,
the Chief said that since the amendment
went Into effect he had had daily conferenceswith his deputy, his inspectors and
his captains, with a view to breaking up
the "fake" clubs. lie and others, with

lawyers, went carefully over the law, but

they were not able to find a single loopholethat would warrant them in making
raids and arrests. The policemen are met

at the doors bj men in the employ of the

places, wno demand ceruiicuies oj. uicuiucishlp.Of course, these are not forthcoming,
and the bluecoats must remain on the outsidelistening to the sounds of revelry
within. It makes no difference whether
the policemen are In uniform or not; the
men at the doors make no mistakes.
Chief Conlln was busy all day yesterday

collecting the names of the fake organizations.He expects to have the names of
every one of them to-day, and also of the
alleged officers connected with them.
Among those known to him yesterday were

the Gramercy, the Plymouth, the Young
Men's Cosmopolitan, the Shenandoah, the
Bijou, the True Friends' Social and LiteraryAssociation, the Independent Association,the England and one that has its
jjtfiiucjuni itri a at icuatc uuiutu.

The Chief yesterday received from CorporationCounsel Scott an opinion regarding
the back rooms in saloons. The Chief some
time ago instructed his men not to interferewith back rooms so long as they were
not obstructed by stalls or boxes.
After quoting the law, the Corporation

Counsel said:
"Although each case must be decided

upon its particular facts, I advise you that
in general a back room, with the usual
partition from the floor to tne celling and
connected by a doorway with the barroom,
is not a violation of the law."

TAX ON CHURCHES.
Catholics Declara That a Clausa in the

Dingley Bill Is Aimed
at Them.

Dlngleylsm has a new and formidable foe.
Catholic clergymen declare that the proposednew tariff law Is a blow at freedom
of worship. The Catholic Home Journal
and News Is the organ of this diocese, being
edited by the Rev. Father Xavier, friend
of Archbishop Corrlgan and one of his
ablest clergymen. The current issue of
Pother Xnvier's DaDer. commenting on the
bTngley bill, says*:

It seems Mr. Dlngley and bis committee
have let nothing escape taxation that Is In
the vocabulary of things material, and It
further appears that their greedy hands have
been stretched out to lay heavy burdens on

some things spiritual.that Is on eccleclasticalfurnishings, and other articles of church
service.
No State we know of has gone so far as to

tax church property. The house of God
has been left free of official visits from the
tax gatherer, and a man has been allowed
to hear the gospel preached In temples untaintedby the presence of the money'changers.
But this Is not the Dlngley programme. A

duty of 45 and 60 per cent, respectively, has
been placed on statuary, laces and embroideriesfor clerical vestments.

It takes but a thought to ascertain where
this projiosed burden will fall, for what
church pre-eminently has statuary and laces
and embroidery for clerical vestments. In its
decorations and service?
This proposed duty has not about It the

slightest hint of protection to American Industries.for no such Industries exist here,
nor Is it proposed to establish them. It
looks tike a bald proposition to tax the

Perhaps the ultra bigot class have been
helping the thing along, too, by trying to
exclude or reduce the "Instrument of Romish
Idolatry and superstition" from use in this
land of liberty. The Dlngley bill Is a
"fence" with more "niggers" in it than any
"fence" ever constructed for the expressed
purpose of hiding darkles.
It Is said this editorial expresses the

opinion of New York Catholic prelates,
and that unless there is a modification a
test case will be brought in the courts to
determine the right to tax articles necessaryfor ceremonies of a religious character.

worship, and that it bears unequally on
one religious denomination.
